WAYNE WHEELER 
ISSUES PROTEST 


Opposes U.S. Sponsoring 
Any Manufacture of 
Spirits Until Need Is 
More Apparent. 


Washington, November 21.—The 
Anti-Saloon league vigorously opposed 
the plan of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Andrews to set up at once 
a private corporation . sponsored by 
the government to distill medicinal 
whisky. 

The leaguee believes that the pres- 
ent supply of medicinal whisky will 
last eight years and that the question 
of replenishing it need not be taken up 
for five years more. Without com- 
mitting itself finally, the league sug- 
gested that it may be more practi- 
cable to buy medicinal whisky abroad 
when it is needed. It also pointed out 
that many states are sustituting pure 
aleohol for medicinal whisky, leaving 
the doctors to add the medicinal in- 
gredients. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel for the league, issued this state- 
ment: 

Wheeler Statement. 

“Whether the United States should 
renew the manufacture of whisky here 
or buy it abroad, as the law provides, 
is an open question. The wets have 
persistently declared that the only 
place to get pure vhisky is in Scot- 
land and some other foreign country. 
[f they are right, the needed supply

“We need not buy any for at least 
five years, and could tell better then 
how much was needed. Any needed 


short time to fill any deficiency be- 
tween warehouse supply and the de- 
mands of the hour. 1f the government 
tries the foreign purchase plan for, a 
short time and finds it*urfsatisfactory, 
it can start the distilleries whenever 


the contingency atises. 
State Curtailment. 
“Many states are curtailing the sup- 
ply of medicinal phisky and are au- 
thorizing the use of pure ethyl alcoho! 


as the basis for alcoholic medicives. 
They allow the doctor to add the med- 
ieament to the aicohol. This method is 
more scientific and brings better re- 
sults. Most doctors admit that a large 
part of the whisky prescriptious are de- 
manded by the patient instead of being 
suggested by the doctor. Twelve stutes 
forbid the prescription of any intoxi- 
cating liquors, and in ten other stafes 
only pure alcohol may be prescribed. 
Elealth in these states is at least as 
good as that of the two states, New 
York and Illinois, which prescribe over 
half of the medicinal whisky used in 
the United States, and where about 
half of the doctors in those states do 
the liquor prescribing. The druggists 
themselves have repeatedly gone On 
record against the handling of whisky 
in drug stores. 

“The facts are that only about 1,- 
800,000 gallons of whisky is being used 
medicinally each year, and the 15,- 
000,000 on hand will last over eight 
years. According to the pharmacopcia, 
the standard set by medical profession, 
only four years are needed for ag ng, 
consequently there is plenty of time to 
make the supply without starting the 
distilleries now.

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CAMPAIGN OF LIES 
CHARGED 10 FORD 
BY JEWISH LEADER 


Nathan Strauss Alleges 
That Manufacturer Has 


Used Wealth To Slan- 
der Jews. 


URGES COMMITTEE 
TO DECIDE FACTS 


Declares It Is Not Yet 
Too Late for Ford and 
Son To Make Amends 
for Mistakes. 


Boston, November 21. — () — 
Charging that Henry Ford has en- 
gaged his wealth “in a campaign of 
slander against the Jewish people,’ 
Nathan Straus today invited’ the 
manufacturer to select eight members 
of a committee of ten which would 
prove to him that “some of the syco- 
phants in his surroundings, for their 
own personal reasons, misinformed 
and deceived him” on Jewish ques- 
tions. 

Speaking here at an annual confer- 
ence of the united Palestine appeal, 
which opened the year’s drive for $7,- 
500,000, Mr. Straus asserted that the 
Jewish millionaires who fail in their 
duty to aid the cause “are not the 
only offenders by not employing their 
wealth properly.” 

Slander Laid To Ford. 

“Among the Christian millionaires 
there are some who use their wealth 
for the benefit of mankind, and others 
who use it for destructive purposes, 
for breeding trouble,” he said. “For 
example, the Rockefellers, both fa- 
ther and son, are devoting their miil- 
lions to help the welfare of mankind, 
to promote science and advance ciri- 
lization; while a man like Henry 
Ford, who has become one of the rich- 
est money kings of the world, has en- 
gaged in a campaign of slander against 
the Jewish people, has spread mali- 
cious lies about them, and stirred up 
trouble, mischief and hatred here and 
in Europe.” 

Characterizing the Rockefeller 
wealth as a “blessing” and Ford’s as 
“a eurse to America and the rest of 
the world, because it has been used 
for the spread of hatred and not of 
peace,” Mr. Straus declared “It is, 
not yet too late.” He continued: 

“Mr. Ford and his son must have 
realized ere now that some of the 
sycophants in his surroundings for 
their own personal reasons misinform- 
ed and deceived him. For a man of 
his vast interests it is not possible to 
verify all that is reported to him. It 
takes ‘the great’ to make amends for 
their mistakes, and although we have 
suffered much from these past at- 
tacks on an innocent, inoffensive peo- 
ple, we will forgive and forget if Mr. 
Ford admits the wrong he has inadvyer- 
tently inflicted in the past. 

Suggests Committee. 

“If he submitted the facts to a com- 
mittee of ten men of unimpeachable 
characters, ministers and laymen, he 
would be fully convinced of the justice 
of my claim. Let him select eight 
and I will select two outstanding 
Christians, tried and true, to act on 
the committee. Is not this a fair 
proposition ?” 

Decrying “internal fighting and 
quarreling here,” while “our brethren 
abroad are suffering,” Mr. Straus de- 
clared: “I wish the Jews would re- 
alize that by uniting they can rebuild 
Palestine easily, while by fighting 
among themselves they can only hurt 
themselves, harm the Jewish cause and 
delay the great historic work in which 
we are engaged.”

Complications Seen Over 
Effort To Find If Pros- 
pective Jurors Belong 
to Order.

Klan Angle Believed To 
Have Been Brought Into 
Case Because Doheny Is 


Catholic.

Washington, Nobember 21.—Compli- 
cations are probable at the very open- 
ing of the criminal trial of former 
Secretary of Interior Albert EB. Fall 
and BE. L. Doheny, the oil man, here 
tomorrow due to reports of mysterious 
efforts to obtain private information 
regarding prospective jurors and their 
possible affiliations with the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

Telephone inquiries have been made 
of a number of families of the 26 men 
on the jury panel. Questioners some- 
times represented themselves as _ in- 
surance agents, some as census takers, 
or agents for social and telephone di- 
rectories. One man on the panel re- 
ported that his wife had been called 
on the telephone by a mysterious per- 
son desiring to know her husband's 
fraternal affiliations, his politics and 
whether he was a member of .':: Ku 
Klux Klan. He said that the family 
of practically every membe~ of the 
panel had received calls. 

Since U. 8S. District Attorney Pay- 
ton Gordon has begun an investigation 
of these rumors, it is probable that 
cognizance of them will be taken at 
the opening of the court. If the re- 
ports appear to have been correct a 
new panel is likely to be called, The 
klan angle has been brought into 
situati « apparently because Doheny 
is a Roman Catholic. It has not been; 
intimated in any quarter that Do- 
heny’s lawyers were responsible for 


this incident and they have voluntarily 


denied that they have authorized any- 
ome to make such inquiries. 


Sénsation Expected. 

Although this case does not involve 
locating the murderers of a preacher 
and his janitor’s wife nor pig woman 
witnesses, it is crammed with drama 
and human interest. It is destined to 
be on; of the most sensational trials 
in the history of the government.

“What do you think of our city?” is 

a natural question for the native to 
propound to the visitor hard upon his 
arrival. But even to one wit/se mind 
is not trained to avoid hasty judgment 
and to discount it if one is formed, 
first 1mpressions of a city are by no 
means easy to reeord. The arrivai at 
a station, a few hours in a hotel and 
some wandering through the streets— 
these things form a_ slender enough 
basis upon which to appraise a place 
smaller than Atlanta. Nevertheless, 
the question has been asked, and with- 
in the limits already mentioned it can 
be answered. 
_ Jt can be answered the more readily 
in the light of what I was led to ex- 
pect by northern friends. It is neces- 
sary to state at this point that I am 
not here to make mischief. I was to 
find charming people, but from the 
business point of view easy-going tn 
the point of laziness. Energy and en- 
terprise, it appeared, were interrupted 
in some peculiar fashion by the mere 
intervention of the Mason-Dixon line. 
Altogether. a picture was drawn of a 
delightful foil or contrast to the build- 
ing industry of the north. How far 
that is a true generalization must be 
lefe to a later opinion based upon 
something more than a few hours’ resi- 
dence. 

But as far as Atlanta is concerned, 
here is obviously a place that is en- 
gaged in a more tangible task than the 
acceptance of a compartively genial 
climate and the hugging of tradition 
to the exclusion of all else.. The first 
reversal of preconceived ideas was 
provided by my arrival at the station. 
Instead of the few happy loungers that 
I had been led to expect as the in- 
wag Bock: of any southern land- 

ple» were moving about, und 
a ‘aoing things. The search for a 
taxi, far from being a wearisome ad- 
venture, became an embarrassinent of 
choice. At the journey’s end—made 
through streets that had all the ap- 


pearance of thriving commerce—there 
was a real hotel. Altogether, very ned 
prising. 


Later, it was possible to see, even 
from a superficial inspection, that here 
is a place of industry not lacking in 
impressiveness, put with certain defi- 
nite characteristics that stand out in 
coutrast against the north. Some of 
them may be of comparatively minor 
importance, but scarcely a lacking in 
significance. Nobody seems to be in a 
hurry. After the frenzied activity, the 
merciless driving of men by other men 
who also spare not themselves, the 
restless impulse and nérvous tension of 
the norta, the streets of Atlanta ure 
like a breath of calm air, a reminder 
of my own country, where also people 
pause to think otceasionally. The 
streets themselves, relieved of merci- 
less and uniform rectangles, have a 
character of their own—another re- 
minder of home. And, so far; I have 
seen “exactly one policeman; a large 
policeman, it is true, but only one po- 
liceman, nevertheless. 

That, in itself, was something of a 
relief after Chicago's army of police 
with all that it ‘implies; let us be 
frank, bhowever—Atlanta might well 
invest in a second policeman. Firstly, 
the present one may fall sick one dry: 
and secondly, he cannot be everywhere 
at once, as a very pretty little traffic- 
block on Saturday showed. 

The skyscraper habit, as a common 
affliction, bas evidently yet to be ac- 
quired, So much tlie better for those 
who like to see blue skies oceasions'ly. 
These temples to Mammon will come 
eventually—indeed. the obvious 1ro- 
gressiveness of Atlanta must demand 
them. Meanwhile, however, there is 
some relief to an eye still aching from 
the insistence of monstrous structures 
of steel and stone. 

Atlanta, it would seem, is at once 
the advance guard of the new south, 
and the gg guard of the old. I[t is 
an enviable position. For to maintain 
a disgusted indifference to the irresist- 
able forces of commerce and industry 
is a piece of folly that, in this age of 
economics, can only result in practical 
annihilation; yet to me so far ab- 

in the mad raee of competition 
as to forget your traditions is no less 
foolish, since there would be a spirit- 
ual and cultural loss of what is; how- 
ever intangible, of infinite value, prac- 
tical as well as abstract. But if, os it 
appears, you have learned to work 


without forgetting how to play, you 
are fortunate indeed. |

the widow of a Confederate veteran. 

Mrs. Coolidge has knitted a replica 
of the old coverlet herself and intends 
to leave it at the white house when 
she goes back to private life. Mean- 
time so many cabinet ladies and other 
friends have admired the work and 
asked for the directions that Mrs. 
Coolidge consented to write an article 
about the old counterpane. 

This is the first time in many years 
that a president's wife has written 
for publication. 

One of the last attempts came to 
an abortive end. During the last trip 
which the Harding's made to Florida, 
a woman reporter, reaching Mrs. 


Harding through a plea of poverty, 
pereeoees her to give an interview. 

was an act of charity on Mrs. 
Harding’s part but the young lady re- 
porter presied her advantage and ex- 
tracted views of a political nature 
from Mrs. Harding which, it was said 
at the time, would have caused a 
sensation. 

Secretary George Christian heard 
about the interview, demanded to see 
it before publication and carried it to 


Harding. It was reported that the 
president tore the manuscript into 
shreds. 


Though technically the tradition has’ 
been broken by Mrs. Coolidge, she has 
not violated it in reality as her article 
is only a bit of household lore. In- 
stead of embarrassing the president 
such an article stamps Mrs. Cvoolidge 
even more plainly as the house-maker 
and busy housewife that her intimate 
friends knew her to be. She never 
gave up kuitting when she assumed 
the burden of the white house. When 
she is seeing friends, dictating to her 
secretary, »~r resting on the summer 
vacation trips, she earries her knit- 
ting bag. It was her relaxation hbe- 
fore she came®into the white house 
and she secs no reason to put it aside 
now as beneath her dignity.

Fourfold Growth. 

This fourfold growth has involved 
a heavy increase in the oveftime re- 
quirement of each member of the staff 
in spite of successive expansions of 
funds and personnel approved each 
year by the budget bureau and 
congress. The overtime now re- 
mee has already reached the 

anger pvuint, according to Director 
Kline’s report. For each empioyee 
in the branch offices or “service sta- 
tions’’ of the bureau in the United 
States the time required after hours 
a..d on Sundays and holidays totaled 
an equivalent of more than 17 work- 
ing days last year, for .which, of 
course, no compensation is permitted. 
In the case of the staff abroad this 
overtime for each employee exceeded 
an equivalent of 27 working days. 
Unless provision is made to relieve 
this pressure, the high quality of serv- 
ice which has been maintained in re 
cent years with increasing difficulty 
is bound to. deterioriate. In one 
branch of the organization the in- 
formation services rendered by each 
employee averaged 7.205 in 1922 and 
rose to the formidable total of 20,- 
757 in 1925. This total was quite 
evidently beyond the capacity of this 
section of the staff for its output in 
1926 fell to 18,817, per capita with 
a consequent loss in services for the 
trades concerned. This deterioration 


is all the more deplorable in view of 


the record for dollars-and-cents’ serv- 
ice and revenue-prodncing trade pro- 
motion which the organization is now 
performing, as indicated by details 
given in its annual report. 

Striking evidence, not only of the 
practical values vontributed by the

With the purchase of the road Mon- 
day morning in front of the little 
railroad station, one of the shortest, 
if not the shortest railroad receiver- 
ships in financial history, will come 
to an end.

Loeb and company, reorganization 
managers who have undertaken finan- 
cial rehabilitation of the road, will 
make the successful bid of $122,500,- 
000—which is the minimum upset 
price fixed by Federal Judge James 
H. Wilkerson. 

The confidence of Wall street that 
the reorganization managers’ bid will 
be the only one is reflected in the 
condition of the bond market at the 
close of business ‘Saturday. St. Paul 
4 1-2, series 2014. which had been 
deposited with the reorganization 
managers, sold for 58—the highest 
figure since long before the road went 
bankrupt. 

Commenting on the possibility that 
other bids would be made, an authori- 
ty told the United News “there is 
very little likelihood of such an 
eventuality.”

At any rate, I am quite sure, at 
this writing, of the attempt that will 
be made before congress to divert the 
immense water power from the great 
government plants at our very doors 
from the section in which it origi- 
nates, and to which it belongs, to 
the lower middle-west. 

And in this we should protest—not 
in the sense that we may expect to 
secure any better contract with the 
government by reason of sentiment, 
but all 
equal the Muscle Shoals power be- 
longs as much to the southeast as 
does its navigable inland waterways, 
or its yellow pine forests, or its other

About a dozen different pains, 
aches, lamenesses or stiffnesses popu- 
larly pérsist as “rheumatism,” altho 1 
still firmly maintain that there is no 
such disease or ailment as “rhvu- 
matism.” The most common trouble so 
called is infections chronic arthritis— 
long enduring inflammation of a joint 
or joints due to bacertia. 

People who are all through wearing 
red flannel underwear, physically and 
mentally, know that the bacteria or 
germs responsible for chronic arthritis 
reach the joint linings usually from 
some depot or focus elsewhere in the 
body, say infeeted or diseased tonsils. 

Suppose a victim of such “rheu- 
matism”’ ~has undergone a. thorough 
examination of the kind outlined in 
the discussion preceding, and the doc- 
tor narrows the question down to a 
septic focus deep in the crypt of one 
tonsil, a tonsil which is neither enlarg- 
ed nor abnormal appearing on the 
surface. The doctor says: “Hum? I 
think this habit of humming with a 
question mark has grown on doctors 
in recent years, perhaps because the 
doctors in the movies hum their way 
through harrowing scenes. Old fash- 
ioned doctors would Have _ said: 
“There's a collection of pus in that 
right tonsil—better have the tonsils 
out.” For long before the foéal in- 
fection principle was introduced, doc- 
tors were removing diseased tonsils 
to prevent and cure “rheumatism.” 
Only in the old days the doctor pro- 
nounced his finding and the sentence; 
nowadays he hums about it. 
frenzied specialism of the present age 
has something to do with this, but 
now let’s return to our good looking 
infected tonsil, 

Is there any specific test by which 
the doctor may determine exactly 
whether the germs in the inflamed 
joint tissues are the identical strain 
present in the tonsil? Er, well, 
scientifically, yes; practically, no. 
Practically one must accept the «oc- 
tor’s expert opinion and sacrifice the 
tonsil or keep it. 

I don’t know what earthly use an 
adult can have for tonsils anyway, 
even if they are perfectly healthy ton- 
sils. However, 1 don’t blame anyone 
for feeling some affection for his ton- 
sils if they have not given him much 
trouble. The adult who - harbors

Louisville, Ga., 
(Special.)——Robert Coates, a negro of 
Tuskegee, Ala., is in jail here charged 
with the murder of his wife at: Wrens 
Saturday afternoon, whom he killed 
with the leaf of an automobile spring. 

The negro man created consterna- 
tion by invading the home of a white 
resident thére where his wife had fled 
for safety, killing the woman, after 
the occupants rushed from the home 
in panic. Coates came back from 


Alabama, it is reported, for the pur- 
pose of killing his wife from whom 
he had been separated for some time. 
He arrived in Wrens early Saturday 
morning and at once began a search 
for her. He found her Iate in the 
afternoon, He pursued her for some 
distance, shooting at her several times, 
she taking refuge in The house of a 
white resident of Wrens, Mrs. Rogers, 
who left her home, panic-stricken. 
Coates followed his victim into the 
house, inflicting wounds that caused 
her death. 

Coates’ mother-in-law attacked him 
with an axe, striking him several 
blows on the head in an attempt to 
behead him in order to save her 
daughter. Doctors say the wounds 
are not fatal. 

Coates and his wife, who is a Jef- 
ferson county negress and a former 
student at the Tuskegee institute for 
some time, had been in a_ lawsuit 
here over an automobile which each 
claimed.

Interviewed by the Tribune Press. 
service today, the prince outlined the 
principles of the new party as they 
will be presented to the Polish peo- 
ple, asserting it is not an exclusive 
party of aristocrats, but “every one 
from factory-hand to the great owner 
is more than welcome in our ranks. 
We are interested in all the working 
classes of Poland, 
with limbs, brain or money.” 

At present there is no talk of any 
overthrow of the government, but the 
conservative party wants to give Pre- 
mier Marshal Pilsudski backing which 
will “give him power to do the great 
things his government can do for 
Poland.” 

Speaking of Poland’s relations with 
America, the prince declared: 

“We are well aware of the services 
rendered by America before and dur- 
ing her resurrection. Personally, I 
intend always to promote the idea of 
cooperation of the American nation 
and American capital with Poland. 
It will be the soundest way to develop 
our country.”

in order to put the money they sive 
inte fancy clothes. 

This analysis would seem reasonable 
(and everybody knows how conscien- 
tious the association is in its research 
work) because the control of tuber- 

. $ aS a general proposition affect- 
ing all classes has made such marked 
advance, and the mortality rate has 
descended accordingly. 

Some special condition, therefore, 
attaching to the ways girls live had to 
be sought to explain the peculiar re- 


versal of the mortality figures among‘ 


this group alone. 


"THE research workers probably 
- found the job one of the easiest 
they have ever had to tackle. 
Anowing what are the causes to 
which the disease may most frequently 
be traced, of which undernourishment 
is a leader, they could walk into any 


confectionery shop around Thirty-third 
street (and all of them serve soft, 
drinks, sandwiches and pastries), or | 
any auto mat in the same neighber- 
hood, which is a rookery of office 
buildings and factories, and get enough 
material in one sitting for a signifi- 
cant slice of their findings.

Such critics overlook the fact that 
their criticism is mere opinion based 
on their own preconceived ideas. 

The research association, on the 
other hand, went at the matter scien- 
tifically, and their statement has the 
relatively far superior value, there- 
fore, of being founded on facts. 

I hold no brief for the extremes to 
which girls go—and women~in the 
matter of that scantiness of attire 
which they excuse under the plea of 
comfort—if they take the trouble to 
make an excuse. : 

But the health facts are that the 
girl who makes a_ three-times-a-day 
practice of eating a hot meal of ade- 
quate food value, and is thus well 
nourished, and naturally, then, pro- 
tected. by a reasonable amount of 
flesh, can stand exposure or sudden 
changes of temperature however thin- 
ly she may be clad, which would de- 
velop in the undernourished girl the 
seeds of disease. 

The research association went out 
to look for the cause—not to prove 
theories already held. Theirs was the 
true scientific attitude, and their find- 
a are thus safe bases for remedial] 
action.

There are today but 10 princesses of 
royal birth available to the heir of the 
British throne as possible brides, but 
the prince has not even so much as 
glanced twice in the direction of any 
one of them. 

Europe is troubled by the failure of 
the charming prince to make up his 
mind. Many a princess, hopeful un- 
til the last of being asked to share 
ths British throne, reluctantly has ac- 
cepted a more humble suitor. Others 
are still refusing lesser crowns and 
other attractive offers in the hope 
that some day soon the prince will 
decide to settle down to married life.

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Most college boys are agnostically 
inclined, doubt the divinity of Jesus 
and do not believe in a heaven or a 
hell, one Atlanta xtudent wrote in an- 
swering a questionnaire sent out by 
Dr,. Will H. Houghton, pastor of the 
Baptist tabernacle, he told his congre- 
gation of 3,000 people on Sunday 
night. 

Dr. Houghton preached the first of 
a series of four sermons on youth, 
dealing principally with college youth. 
and basing them upon the answers 
received to his questionnaire. He said 
that the series had been prompted by 
a recent statement from the Reckefel- 
ler Foundation, that 80 per cent of the 
campus youth have lost the viewpoint 
of the church, and the resultant ques- 
tion, “Is this the fault of the youth?’ 

Many replies gave wide and varied 
assorrment of answers to the question, 
“What ,i8 wrong with the modern 
church?” Dr. Houghton stated. One 
hoy said there is not enough variety 
in the services: another, it is “too 
dull;” another, “too much formality.”’ 

Hit Hypocrisy. 

(ine Atlanta co:lege student wrote 
that the average preacher should be 
more modern in the presentation of 
his sermons, while another said the 
trouble with the average ‘preacher is 
that he is not “a regular fellow.” A 
third said “he is a ceremonialist and 
fails to reach youth,’’ while a fourth 
commented “he is forever slamming 
us.” On the other hand, one wrote, 
“most preachers cater to their mem- 
bers and give them soft sermons. What 
we need is a good lashing.” 

A girl student wrote that the aver- 
age preacher is “a carping, unthinking 


hypocrite,” while another girl closed, 
her reply with the sentence, “I do not | 
go. to church, but I hereby promise | 
that if Pastor Houghton will prove to!

me in his sermons that he is not 
hypocrite (I don’t know him now), 
and that he'd prefer a girl or boy with 
character to a namby pamby ‘good’ 
boy or girl, Pll join his church and 
accept his sermons as lessons I need.”’

Some of the students, he said, wrote 
that parents and church have been too 
strict in religion, and scme spoke of 
irksome church discipline, forbidding 
them to do certain things. . 

‘It is true,”’ he said, “some churches” 
have church discipline, but Baptists 
do not order the details of the indi- 
vidual life. They believe in estab- 
lishing certain principles and in every 
individual meeting his own personal 
responsibility to Christ.”’ 

Approves Suggestion. 

Dr. Houghton approved many of the 
suggestions made in the students’ re- 
plies, quoting in particular one youth 
who said the church should “get out of 
the rut.” “I am not a modernist at 
all in theology,” said the pastor, “but 
I am in method. ‘To be true to the 
faith it is not necessary to have the 
same type of service our grandfathers 
had, t is not the charm of a place 
of amusement that attracts youth, but 
the lure of the unknown.”’ 

Commenting upon a statement that 
sermons should be brief and interest- 
ing, Dr. Houghton said “The message 
should be positive and plain. It should 
consist of more than exhortation. It 
is all right to tell men how to live, 


but few of them livé now as they 
know they should. What we need is 
not a standard to attain, but a power 
to make us what we ought to be. The 
world is full of good mottoes, but 
these are not what the average man 
needs—he needs a dynamo. The church 
offers that power when it preaches 
a simple gospel and a living Chrisi.”’

Wish in Coming 
Production Here 


Feodor Chaliapin, the great Russian 
singing actor, will realize an ambition 
he has voiced every time he has visit- 
ed Atlanta in the past, when he comes 
here on December 14, with his own 
company in Rossini’s fameus opera, 
the “Barber of Seville.” 

In private conversation the big Rus- 
sian basso has constantly expressed 
the wish that he might some day have 
the opportunity to give a performance 
before an Atlanta audience in an 
opera staged, presented and sung 
throughout according to his own ideas. 
He has, also, on several occasions, 
voiced the opinion that the “Barber 
of Seville,” offers him better oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of his acting 
genius than any other operatic role.
